SOUTH CAROLINA. 


THE CONTEST FOR CONTROL OF THE LEGISLA- 
TURE. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuaineton, D. C., Nov, 27.—The Republic- 
ans here apprehend that enough of the Repub- 
lican members of the Carolina Legisla- 
ture will be prevented from going to the State 
Capital either by bribery or violence to give the 
organization of the Legislature to the Demo- 
crats. It would only be necessary for the 
Democrats, even upon the returns of the 
Canvassing Board, to keep three or four of the 
Republican members away from Columbia in 
order to secure the organization of the Legisla- 
ture in the interest of Hampton. A drugged 
cup of liquor, a delayed train, or a bludgeon, 
would do this. 

William A. Cook,a lawyer of this district, 
who was present in Columbia during the can- 
vassing of the vote last week, arrived here to- 
day. He saysthereis a deep feeling in both 
political parties there, and a manifest inclina- 
tion to violence. He believes that a very large 
force of the rifle-clubs will be at Columbia to- 
morrow, prepared to capture the State-House 
on a moment’s notice by a preconcerted signal. 
The number of United States troops now there 
is 800. Their duties, he understands, will be 

TO PREVENT VIOLENCE 
about the State-House. 

The members of the Legislature, with the ex- 
ception of those from Edgefield and Laurens,— 
the former having five and the latter 
three Representatives,—will meet and or- 
ganize to-morrow. The full House is com- 
posed of 124 members. Leaving these two 
counties out there will be 116, and the 
Republicans will have a majority, and the 
House, when it acts on the admission of dele- 
gates from Laurens and Edgefield, will necessa- 
rily be in favor of the Republican candidates. 
Cook says that the question for to-morrow is 
the organization of the Legislature, and upon 


this body will devolve the election 
of Governor and other officers. Which- 
ever party secures the organization 


will secure the Governorship. Cook regards 
the question as to the vote of the State for 
President and Vice-President as being settled, 
for the Republican Electors already have in 
their hands their certificates of election. 
There may be 
TWO LEGISLATIVE ORGANIZATIONS, 
and it is understood that the troops will not in- 
terfere with the Democrats, except to preveat 
violence. As to the inauguration of Governor, 
there is no specific time for the ceremonial to 
take place, nor is it necessarily a public one, so 
both of the candidates may go through the form 
of taking the reins of Government. Col. Cook 
says, in relation to the imprisonment of the can- 
vassers, that it is probable that application will 
be made for a writ of habeas corpus in the 
United States Circuit Court. Judge Bond is 
now there. On the hearingof the writ a motion 
will be made for their discharge on the ground 
that they have been committed in relation to a 
matter connected with the Federal Government, 
and for the purpose of enabling the State 
court and others to control their action in rela- 
tion to questions in which the United States 
Government is interested, viz.: the selection of 
Electors, members of Congress, anda United 
States Senator. 
NONSENSICAL. 
The protest sent here from South Carolina, 
from Senator Gordon and others, that the Pres- 
ident should not place United States troops un 
der the command of Goy. Chamberlain, is an 
impertinence. The President has placed no 
troops under the command of Gov. Chamber 
lain. The United States troops in South Caro- 
lina and at Columbia are under the command of 
Gen. Ruger, who receives his commands from 
the President or the General of the Army, 
through the War Department. Gordon's as- 
sumption and assertion that the troops are com- 
manded by Chamberlain isa piece of political 
claptrap. 
ANTI-CHAMBERLAIN. 
Army officers who were in South Carolina 
with the companies which have returned here 
say that every man, woman, and child in South 
Carolina will resist the inauguration of Cham- 
berlain. 
Senator Robertson has withdrawn his ad- 
herence to the opposition of the native white 
population, to which Robertson belongs. 
A PROTEST. 
CoutumsBia, 8. C., Nov. 27.—The following 
dispatch, signed by Senator Gordon, of Georgia, 
Senator Johnson, of Virginia, Gen. Wade 
Hampton, several Circuit Judges, a large num- 
ber of State Senators, Representatives, white 
and colored, and many other prominent citizens 
of this State, has just been sent: 
To the President of the United S'ates; We, the 
undersigned visitors from a distance, and a com- 
mittee of the Democratic members-elect of the 
South Carolida Legislature, the Democratic Exec- 
utive Committee, and citizens, having just seen jby 
the Associated Press a dispatch that Gov. Cham- 
berlain has applied for United States troops to be 
placed under his orders at the assembling of the 
Legislature to-morrow. send this our solemn pro- 
test against the troops being placed under com- 
mand of Gov. Chamberlain. We have no objection to 
the presence of troops, and will co-operate with them 
im preserving the peace, but we protest against the 
use of the United States army in controlling the

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inauguration of Gov. Chamberlain. whe has been 
defeated by the white and colored voters at the 
ballot-box. There is not the remotest danger of a 
disturbance of the peace by the Democrats. If it 
occurs, it will be at the instigation of Gov. Cham- 
berlain, whose partisans have taken the only lives 
lost in the late exciting canvass in this State. Not 
one drop of biood has been shed in any political 
disturbance except by Republicans. It is literally 
true that the Democrats received their greatest 
majorities in the coun where the United States 
soldiers were stati What pretense, there- 
fore, is there for Gov. Chamberlain's demand for 
troops to keep the peace. We refer for confirma- 
tion of these statements to the commander of the 
United States forces at this place and elsewhere in 
the State. g 
HABEAS CORPUS. 
On application for writs of habeas corpus, 
the Board of State Canvassers were brought 
this morning into the United States Circuit 
Court, Judges Bond and Bryan presiding. The 
Board were in custody of the State officers, 
who, through counsel, asked for time to 
make return to the application for the writs. 
The Court signified that time would be granted, 
and that the prisoners would be held in the 
custody of the pending the return. The 
application was on the ground that the 
Board were disch the duties of appointing

of the State ered. On a subsequent 
motion of time was granted 
until Wednesday at 10 o'clock to make

CHIEF JUSHICE WAITE WANTED. 
The Democratic Hunsel and Democratic State 
Executive Commiffee telegraphed this after- 
noon to Chief Justige Waite, requesting his at- 
tendance at the U States Circuit Court on 
Wednesday, when the habeas corpus case of the 
State Board of Canvassers will be heard. Both 
parties are in caucus to-night. The city is full 
of people. Nothing has transpirea since this 


morning. 
JUDGE BOND. 

New Tonk, Nov. 27.—The New York Times’ 
Columbia dispatch says that United States Cir- 
cuit Judge Bond has addressed a letter to the 
Baltimore American, in which says: ‘The 
Board of State Canvassers have never been ad- 
vised by me. I never had seen them. I would 
not Know more than one of the Board if I did, 
and that one is the Attorney-General of South 
Carolina. No one has yet applied to the Circuit 
Court of this district for any action in relation 
to the recent election, but if any person does so 
apply, and there is a statute for it, he shall have 
relief. If there is no statute, he must seek his 
remedy elsewhere. If it be thought unreasona- 
ble that where the Circuit Court was about to be 
held at an expense of nearly $1,000 daily, that I 
should anticipate its session in order to arrange 
its business so as to make the term as short as 
possible, I do not coincide with the objectors.”

CHIEF-JUSTICE WAITE’S REPLY. 

Wasninetosr, D. C., Nov. 27. — To Mesers. 
James Connors and Others, Columbia, S. C.. 
The business of the Supreme Court requires my 
presence here. (8 X. R. Warrt. 
The State Supremé rt to-day continued 
the case of contempt against United States 
District-Attorney Corbin, counsel for the Board, 
until to-morrow. The counsel for the Sheriff 
of Richland County, who had the Canvassers in 
custody, stated to the Supreme Court that 
members of the Board had been taken from 
him by habeas corpus, and was ordered to file 
copies of the papers in court to-morrow. 
Gen. Ruger arrived here to-night from Talla- 
hassee. 

HAMPTON’S HOUSE BURNED. 
Coloni, S. C., Nov. 27.—Gen. Hampton’s 
home, three miles from this city, was burned 
Friday last during the night. The flames burst 
simultaneously from all parts of the building, 
and the General's two sisters and two young 
sons had only time to escape with their lives. 
The library and articles of vertu saved from the 
fire of 1865 (when Hampton’s father’s home was 
burned at the same time as his own), silver, and 
clothing were all burned. The ladies escaped, 
saving ouly their dressing-gowns, and Gen. 
Hampton has not a single article of clothing 
except those he had on. The only thing saved 
was a bust of Gen. Wade Hampton of Reyolu- 
tionary fame. The fire was incendiary. The 
General lodged in the city that night. There 
was no insurance. 

UNFOUNDED. 

CHARLESTON, Nov. 27.—Inquiries are tele- 
graphed here regarding the truth of the rumor 
of the burning of Gen. Hampton’s house by a 
mob. Therumor is unfounded, and probably 
arose from the fact that the residence of Gen. 
Hampton’s sister, about five miles from Colum- 
bia, was burned Friday night, which is supposed 
to have been the work of an incendiary. 
A CONSERVATIVE VIEW OF THE SOUTH CAROLINA 

CONTEMPT CASE. 
The conservative Baltimore American is great- 
ly puzzled to account for the sudden change of 
opinion that has occurred in Democratic circles 
in regard to the South Carolina Supreme Court. 
It says: 
For the last eight years the Supreme Court of 
South Carolina has received nothing but abuse 
from the Democratic press. Its honesty has been 
constantly impugned, its decisions ridiculed, and 
the personal character of its Judges assailed with 
shameless malignity. The Chief Justice was sin- 
gled out asa special object of abuse, principally 
because he was the father of the profligate ex-Gov- 
ernor, Francis J. Moses. Associate Justice 
Williard has been persistently slandered and vil- 
ified because he was born in New York and 
emigrated to South Carolina at the close of the 
War. Some years ago he made a decision in an im- 
portant case affecting the validity of certain rail- 
road bonds, for which the New York Sun has pur- 
sued him with hot maledictions ever since. 
In commenting upon the recent attempt of this 
tribunal to compel the Returning Board to play 
fast and loose with its jurisdiction, we have the 
advantage of the former defamers of Judge Moses 
and Judge Williard, who, after vilifying them for 
eight years, have suddenly discovered that they 
are singularly wise, pure, and able. For anything 
that we know to the contrary, they may have been 
perfectly conscientious in passing the orders pre- 
pared by Hampton's counsel, but we cannot over- 
look the fact that the Chief Justice and Gov. 
Chamberlain are bitter personal enemies, and that 
Judge Williard, with many other Northern men 
similarly situated, has been borne down by the tide 
of social intimidation, which few men who had 
anything to lose dared to resist. 
From the time of the filing of the first petition 
to the moment of its final adjournment the Board 
denied the jurisdietion of the Court, and respond- 
ed to its processes more as a matter of courtesy 
than of duty. It must be understood that the Re- 
turning Board was an independent tribunal, hav- 
ing certain powers conferred upon it which it was 
bound to exercise. Ever since the adoption of the 


organization of the Legislature and enforcing the 


the provisions of the statute prescribing its duties 
it was supposed te be as independent in its consti- 
tution and as absolute in its jurisdiction as the Su- 
preme Court iteelf. The two tribunals were re- 
garded as co-ordinate branches of the State Gov- 
ernment, each supreme, when acting within the 
scope of its own jurisdiction. 

It is not surprising, therefote, that the Board 
resented any interference with its functions. 
There is not a single phrase in the Constitution or 
laws of the State that authorizes the Supreme 
Court to take charge of the returns of an election, 
or to supervise the counting of the votes. Never- 
theless, the Board responded to the summons of 
the Court, and when the order prepared by Gen. 
Hampton's counsel was passed by the Court, taking 
away the judicial fanctions of the Board and di- 
recting it to proceed to ascertain what candidates 
were elected upon the face of the returns, it was 
literally obeyed, By this count it was ascertained 
that the Hayes Electors had received a majority 
over the Tilden Electors, that Hampton had re- 
ceived amajority over Chamberlain, and that the 
Democrats had secured a majority of four in 
the popular branch of the Legislature. This re- 
sult was reported to the Court, with a memo- 
randum annexed, setting forth that such evi- 
dence of fraud and intimidation in the Counties 
of Edgefield and Laurens had been’ submitted 
to the Board as wholly vitiated the result. No 
sooner was this report made than Hampton's 
counsel moved for a peremptory mandamus, re- 
quiring the Board to issue certificates of election 
to all the candidates for the Legislature who had 
a majority on the face of the returns, and also for 
a rule requiring the Board to show cause why it 
should not proceed to recount the vote for Electors 
as returned by the County Canvassers, and compare 
the same with the poll-books of the precinct 
judges. Thie motion was literaliy laughed out of 
court, because it asked for two independent judg- 
ments, utterly inconsistent with each other, upon 


a 


one Clause of the motion denies the judicial char- 
acter of the Board, and in the other asks for 
an order to compel the Board to exercise judi- 
cial functions. The Court refused to grant the 
motion as the case then stood, but allowed the 
counsel for Gen. Hampton to amend their plead- 
ings. This apprised the Board of the line of 
action which the Hampton party was going to 
pursue, and while the lawyers were preparing a 
new petition and getting ready for another argu- 
ment upon the motion already submitted the Can- 
vassers proceeded to discharge their duties as di- 
rectea by the statute, and having completed the 
same, they issued certificates to such candidates as 
had received a majority of votes after throwing out 
the fraudulent returns from Edgfield and Laurens. 
The Returning Board is required to complete its 
work in ten days from the time it begins ite can- 
vass, and the session of the Board having expired 
by lmitation on Tuesday at noon it adjourned at 
the hour and became /unctus oficio. 

It will be noticed that the mandamus prayed for 
by Hampton's counsel had not been issued, and the 
Board, therefore, could not be guilty of contempt 
in refusing to extend its session beyond the day 
fixed by law for its adjournment in order to give 
the complainants time to get up a new petition.

TALLAHASSBE, Nov. 27.—The Canvassing Board 
met to-day in the office of the Secretary of State, 
Mr. McLin in the chair. 

A protest was filed by the Republican Elect- 
ors against Attorney-General Cocke’s sitting as 
a member of the Board, on the ground that he 
had virtually decided and given a decision prior 
to the assembling of the Board, in that he had

RULES. 
TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Nov. 27.—The following 
are the rules adopted by the Board: 
The Canvassipg Board will commence its duties 
on the 28th day of November, inst., at 10 o'clock, 
and will meet daily thereafter at the same hour, 
unless a different hour be fixed, except on Sundays 
and holidays, and will remainso long in session 
each day as the necessities of the case may require 
in order to facilitate the canvass within the brief 
period which remains for that parpose. The fol 
lowing rules of procedure are adopted and are here 
by promulgated: 
Firet—The office of the Secretary of State, 
where, by law, the Board is directed to meet, being 
small, a limited number of persone only, not ex- 
ceeding six in number, equally representing each 
political party, will be admitted to witness the pro- 
ceedings, except when the Board may think it de- 
sirable to close the doors for celiberation. 
Second—The Secretary of State shall open returns 
from each county, whereupon the Board will pro- 
ceed to examine the same, and determine from the 
face thereof, subject to final review, whether the 
legal formalities and requirements with respect 
thereto have been complied with, and on the affirm- 
ative determination of such preliminary matters, 
the Chairman shall announce the vote of the 
county. 
Third—On the announcement of the vote of any 
county any person may give notice that said return 
and election, or vote of said county, or any pre- 
cinct thereof, will be contested, and the clerk shall 
forthwith note the objection. 
Fourth—The contestants, subsequent to the an- 
nouncement of the aforesaid result as it appears on 
the face of the returns, must file with the Board 
brief statements iu. writing, giving specifically the 
odjections proposod to be made, with particulars 
of the time, place, and circumstances, together 
with a statement of the relief demanded, 
Fisth—In view of the fact that the Board has no 
power to compel the attendance or examination of 
witnesses, it will receive in evidence proper afil- 
davits, and also such official certificates as are 
made evidence by law, and may be otherwise ad- 
missible. If either party desires to produce viva 
voce testimony they must submit to the Board brief 
statements in writing of names and residences of 
witnesses and facts expected to be proven by them, 
and the Board in their discretion will allow them 
to attend and will themselves examine them, the 
extent to which this is done depending on the 
time at the disposal of the Board. 
Sizth—The affidavits and documentary proofs on 
each side shall be filed with the Board in the office 
of the Secretary of State, and shall be accessible to 
the other side under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of State shall think proper for the safe keeping 
thereof. 
Serenth—All motions and arguments shall be in 
writing and signed. No oral arguments will be

A Liquor Case—Canine Rights—Fatal Fall— 
Marriage ander Difficulties. 
Spectal Correspondence cf The Tribune. 

Dis Mornzs, Ia., Nov. 25.—In Clinton Dis- 
trict, the other day, the case of Gilmore vs. 
Murphy was decided for the third time. The 
action was brought by Mrs. Gilmore against 
Murphy, a saloon-keeper, to recover damages 
for the sale of liquor to her husband. It was 
first tried on civil proceedings, in the Circuit 
Court, and a verdict rendered for the wife for 
$4,400. A motion was made and granted for a 
new trial, on the ground of excessive verdict. 
The Court reduced the verdict to $8,000, which 
was accepted by plaintiff. Subsequently, under 
rulings of the Supreme Court, that such actions 
were in the natnre of criminal proceedings, and 
therefore only within the jurisdiction of the 
District Court, the judgment in the Circuit 
Court, by consent, was set aside, and 
the cause transferred to the Dis 
trict Court, and there a ver- 
dict was had for the wife for $1,635. A mo- 
tion was filed fora new trial, on the ground 
that the verdict was excessive and contrary to 
the evidence, and on account of the misconduct 
of a juror, who had drank a glass of liquor dur- 
ing the trial. Upon the first two obiections the 
Court passed; but upon the last the rule of the 
Supreme Court of this State was peremptery 
and positive. In Rvan vs. Harrow, 27 Iowa, 


494, that Court says: 

The drinking of intoxicating liquor by one or 
more of the jurors, during the discharge of their 
duty as such, constitutes sufficienc ground for set- 
ting aside the verdict and ordering a new trial. 

Judge Hayes,in granting the motion fora 
new trial, gives his opinion of the Supreme 
Court thusly: 

The record shows conclusively that one of the 
jurors drank a glass of intoxicating liquor during 
the time tne jury were considering upon their 
verdict, being while they were at the hotel, in 
charge of the Sheriff, to get their meals; and it 
also conclusively appears, both negatively and 
aflirmatively, that the drink so taken did no harm 
to the juror, jury, or the parties, and that it had 
no effect upon the verdict. Still, I consiuer my- 
self bound b the decisions of the Supreme Court 
—Ryan vs. Harron, 27 lowa, 494, and cases cited 
—to treat the act as fatal misconduct, and to set 
aside the verdict therefor. I arrive at this conclu- 
sion with regret, knowing that the act complained 
of did no harm in this case, and believing that the 
principle established in there cases, as well illus- 
trated by this case, is unévund in theory and un- 
mitigatedly bad in practice. However, it is not 
only my duty to follow the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, bat it would be utterly futile for me 
to attempt to do otherwise. 

After delivering the opinion, the plaintiff 
consented to accept a verdict for $1,000, which 
was consented to by the defendant, which left, 
as the sole ground of order for a new trial, the 
misconduct of the juror: and upon this the case 


will come up here to the Supreme Court. The 
most singular feature of the case is that the ob- 
jection to the juror should come from the de- 
fendant, woo himself selis intoxicating liquor, 
and seeks to set up damage to his cause by 
reason of one glass of whisky, in a case wherein 
he seeks to show no damage as the result of a 
great many glasses sold by him.

want to take a few passages out of the Epistles, 
and see what the goly Spirit teaches in them. 
The first is from the fifteenth chapter of I. Cor- 
inthians at the fifty-sixth verse.

come dead to the law by the body of Christ;

him who is raised from the dead.“ 

Now we have a context, a number of texts, 
but one Illustration; and the illustration b 
means of which we may be able to understan 
all these texts is that story of the man who was 
at work ona bridge which connects the two 
islands above Niagara Falls, who slipped and 
fell into the rapids, and was carried down to the 
very edge of the fall and there caught on a rock, 
to which be held on for life and shouted with all 
his micht for help. A crowd of yg s00n 
gathered on the shore, but they could do noth- 
ing for him, till one brave man, fastening a rope 
round his waist, waded into the current, floated 
down to the rock, took the poor fellow in his 
arms, and brought him safely ashore. 

Now, in the first place, look at that man out 
there on the rock. Do you see in him the like- 
ness of anyone! Do you not see in him the 
likeness of every one of us if Christ had not 
come into the world? The rushing current of 
sin is all around us, and just before us is the 
dark and awful precipice of death. “Sin hath 

ed unto death.“ 
Kk again. Why don’t the man leave the 
rock? The current is too strong for him. Why 
is it so strong Is there any power in water? 
No; but there is a law in water that finds its 
level; the law we call the law of gravitation. 
It is a good law, and very helpful in general, 
but it is a terrible law for that 1 
man out there on the rock. it 
could be suspended for five minutes he might 
reach the shore, but the law cannot be changed. 
The strength of that current is the law of geray- 
ity. In the strength of God is the law; the 
law which says, The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die.“ And yet there are those who think they 
can be saved by thelaw! That man does not 
give himself to the current to be saved; he 
ows itiscertain and speedy death. Look 
again. They are trying various methods to 
save him, but the method that is partly suc- 
cessful has in it a combination of six things. 
First, some one not himeelf in the current 
must save him; there might be twenty people 
out there on the rock with him, but 
that wouldn’t be of any use; help must come 
from the shore. Just so Christis sent forth 
from Heaven; He comes from the eternal shores 
to save us. 
Second—Deliverance must come right to the 
man. All the sympathy of people on shore is 
of no use to him. 
Third—The deliverer must come through the 
current in order to reach tue man in danger. 
Just so, the text declares, Christ came,—along 
the current of an human nature made of a 
woman, made under the law.”’ 
Fourth—In order to save the man, the delſv- 
erer must take upon himself the force of the 
current, which strikes nat the drowning 
man. He bas his own y and that of the res- 
cued one to bear up against the sweep of the 
water. So Christ was made a curse for us. He 
bears our sins in His own body on the tree. 
n- le must be strong enough to stand 
against the current. In the story it was the 
rope that was the strength, but in the Gospel 
the strength is all Christ. 
Sizth—One thing still wanted, viz.: that the 
two must be firmly fastened together, or else 
the effort will be of no use. The drowning man 
must cli to his deliverer or he is lost. 80 
must a soul iu danger of being swept away to 
death by the power of death cleave unto Christ, 
be joined to Him, married to Him as the text 
has it, and then He will bring us safely through 
all the dangers and land us on the shores of 
lory. The bond of union by which the soul is 
oived to Christ is faith; with this firm hold on 
he Son ot God, nothing shall be able to sepa- 

— us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
esus. 

The speaker closed his remarks with an ear- 
nest exhortation to come to Christ for salva- 
tion.

Many more have 
been in the inquiry-room at the Tabernacle on a 
single Sunday, and there are many who have 
been brought into the new life in the churches 
who goto their own pastors and not to Mr. Moody 
for personal religious instruction. It is too 
soon to give any aggregate figures, but not far 
from a thousand have already been reported as 
having passed from death unto life, in connec 
tion with the work thus far.

THE ARMY. 


The Three Military Divisions. 

Wasuineron, Nov. 24.—Gen. Sherman’s re- 
port says: The territory of the United States 
is divided into three Military Divisions, viz.: of 
the Missouri, Atlantic, and Pacific. The Divis- 
ion of the Missouri embraces the States and 
Territories bordering on the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers, extending westward 80 as to 
include substantially the entire Rocky Mountain 
chain; is commanded by Lieut.-Gen. P. H. 
Sheridan, with his headquarters in Chicago; 
and is composed of five separate Departments— 
first, that of Dakota, commanded by Brig.-Gen. 
A. H. Terry, with headquarters at St. Paul; 
second, that of the Platte, commanded by Brig.- 
Gen. George Crook, with headquarters at 
Omaha; third, that of Missouri, commanded by 
Brig.-Gen. John Pope, with uarters at 
Fort Leavenworth; fourth, that of Texas, com- 
manded by Brig.-Gen. E. O. C. Ord, with head- 
quarters al San Antonio; ee that of the Gulf, 
commanded by Brig.-Gen. C. C. Augur, with 
headquarters at New Orleans. 

The Military Division of the Atlantic em- 
braces the States which border on or are near 
the Atlantic coast; is commanded by Maj.-Gen. 
W. S. Hancock, with headquarters at New York 
City; and is composed of—first, the former de- 
partments of the Lakes and East; second, the 
Department of the South, commanded by Col. 
I. H. Ruger, Brevet Brigadier General, with 
headquarters at Atlanta. 

The Military Division of the Pacific embraces 
the States and Territories which border on or 
are near the Pacific coast; is commanded by 
Maj.-Gen. Irvin Mebowell, with his headquar- 
ters in San Francisco; and is com dof three 
departments: first, that of the Columbia, 
commanded by Brig.-Gen. O. O. How with 
. at Portland, Oregon; second, that 
of California, commanded by Maj.-Gen. 
McDowell, with headquarters in San Francisco; 
third, that of Arizona, commanded by Col. A. 
V. Kautz. Brevet Major-General, with head- 
quarters at Prescott. 


THE MICHIGAN MASTODON, 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 
Lansing, Mich., Nov. 24.—Some time ago the 
County Drain Commissioner laid outa ditch 
through a marsh on the farm of Mr. Cummings, 
in the Town of Bellevue, Eaton County. Mr. 
C. was inclined to grow! a little over the ditch 
matter, but his neighbors needed the ditch, and 
he was obliged to submit to the wishes of the 
majority, who could prove the benefits of such 
adrain. Now it turns out that that very ditch 
is likely to prove more profitable than digging 
potatoes; for be has struck the bones of a mas- 
todon, which are attracting the aftention of peo- 
ple, who have offered $3,000 for the collection, and 
will also pay liberally for an\ others that may 
yet be unearthed. The water runs in the ex- 
cavation so fast that a large pump will be neces- 
sary for further es; and a large space of 
ground will have to be excavated, as the bones 
are found in a water-course, and must be carried 
down stream. The est one is three feet and 
eight and a half inchés long, measures two feet 
and ten inches around at one end and seventeen 
inches at the other, and weighs fifty-cight 
unds.

There was no ‘“‘ bulldozing” 
in this section of the country, no terrorism, 
no killing of voters, no driving them away 
from the polls, no ballot-box stuffing, no re- 
peating, no frauds of any kird,—not even 
the allegation of any. If the people of 
Louisiana had been permitted to vote as free- 
ly and honestly as the people of Cook Coun- 


ty, there would have been no protests there 


and no occasion for using the lawful power 
of correcting frauds. In that case, no re- 
vision would have been attempted by the Re- 
turning Board of Louisiana as there was by 
the Democratic Canvassing Board of Cook 


County.

body dragged out and riddled with bullets in 
presence of his wife; his baby snatched 
from the mother’s arms by a fiend, who cuts 
its throat; the mother herself left for dead 
with a gash from a knife in her neck, a bul- 
let wound in one leg, a cut with a knife from 
the hip to the knee, her head covered with 
wounds, and the cords of one of her feet 
severed ; another negro with a bullet in his 
breast and his hand shot to pieces,—such is 
the sad and sickening story of only one day,— 
five of the victims taken from the long and 
bloody catalogue of men and women maimed, 
mangled, and murdered, to help to 
Samen J. Tupen President of the U 
States and seize the State Government of 
Louisiana. 

This fiendish, brutal, and bloody business 
is nothing new. The statistics gathered by 
Gen. Sm show that there were 2,141 
persons killed and 2,115 wounded on account 
of their political opinion, in Louisiana from 
1866 to February, 1875. The records of the 
dark ages present no cruelties more terrible 
than those the Republicans of Louisiana, 
both black and white, have suffered for the 
sake of their opinions, and, asa rule, these 
crimes have gone unpunished, and the 4,256 
victims of Democratic cruelty remain un- 
avenged. The bloody work still goes on and 
is still unpunished, and it will continue to go 
on until the Democrats have accomplished 
their purpose of seizing every State Govern- 
ment in the South by murder, assassination, 
torture, terrorism, and the ghastly processes 
of the White-Liner and bulldozer.

DOUBTFUL LOUISIANA. 

The Democrats claim and insist that the 
have 8,000 majority in Louisiana. Their 
footings of the parishes which they say Tu- 
DEN carried amount to 29,632, and the aggre- 
gate of Republican majorities by their count 
is 21,859, leaving Inna net majority of 
7,778. The official returns of twenty parishes 
which have not been contested do a little 
better for the Republicans than had been 
conceded by the Democratic unofficial reckon- 
ing. The gain in those tw parishes is 
something like 750 votes, which would re- 
duce the alleged Democratic majority to 
7,000 in the State. Now, suppose the Return- 
ing Board shall reject all the election precincts 
of the five bulldozed parishes, if that can be 
legally done, the result would be to deprive 
the Democrats of 4,413 majority, which they 
claim to have obtained in them. But after 
the returns are thus purged the State is still 
Democratic by 2,600, unless the returns from 
the other parishes shall prove more favorable 
to the Republicans than the Democratic un- 
official returns show. The New Orleans Re- 
publican perceives the difficulty, and says : 

To merely throw out the reputed Democratic 
majorities in the above parishes would not satisfy 
justice. To do that fully it will be necessary to 
restore the Republican strength which has been de- 
stroyed by the civil war which has been waged in 
them for the very purpose of setting up this claim 
which the Democrats now urge. 

But this is something that the Republican 
knows cannot be lawfully done. It is wholly 
illegal to count votes for Hayzs which were 
never east forhim. The Returning Board 
has no authority to reopen the polls and hold 
a supplemental election for President and 
Governor and other officers subsequent to 
the 7th of November. The most that can 
be done is to reject, not the parishes where 
bulldozing was practiced, but the particular 
polling-precincts of the parishes where fraud 
and intimidation are proven to have been 
practiced. Thus it may be that the testimo- 
ny will only show that intimidation was 
perpetrated in half the voting-places in East 
Feliciana, and that in the other half the 
Democrats got in 1,000 votes without bull- 
dozing; and so of all the other 
parishes where bulldozing was done,— 
many of the polling-places may be found to 
have been free of illegal obstruction or in- 
timidation, and thus when all the bad pre- 
cincts are thrown out the Democratic majori- 
ty of 4,413 votes in these five disputed par- 
ishes may not be reduced one-half. In such 
case the State vote would have to be certi- 
fied for Tom and Nicnotis. This isa view 
of the chances in Louisiana we have not 
lost bight of for some time. 

As the case stands, it is very doubtful. 
But the vote will have to be canvassed 
strictly according to law. The Republican 
visiting committee will never countenance 
or tolerate any swindling or rascally counting 
or other performances. The thing must be 
done fairly. The Republican party will ac- 
cept nothing else than that, and Gov. Hares 
has openly declared that he will never take 
the Presidency if it comes to him tainted 
with fraud or corruption. 

THE COUNTY BOARD. 

We are giad to have the co-operation of the 
Staats Zeitung in impressing upon the Cook 
County delegation to the General Assembly 
the importance of a combined effort to secure 
certain legislation vital to the continued wel- 
fare of Chicago. All minor differences ought 
to be sacrificed to this end, and the delega- 
tion should act asa unit in demanding an 
improvemen in thet Revenue law, an enabling 
act for the collection of the back taxes, and 
another which shall provide for the election of 
a full County Board every year on a general 
ticket and by the entire vote of the county. 
The twenty-eight members of the Legisla- 
ture from Cook County are a power which 
can accomplish anything that is right and 
desirable, acting as aunit and making all 
other ambitions subservient to Chicago’s in- 
terests. There is no reason why the rep- 
resentatives of the outside towns in 
the county should hesitate about join- 
ing in a movement of this kind. The 
interests of Chicago are the interests of Cook 
County. Of the 14,000 votersin Cook County 
outside of the city limits, probably 10,000 
are business-men or property-owners in the 
city. The residents of Hyde Park, Lake 
View, Evanston, Englewood, Washington 
Heights, Lake Township (the Stock-Yards), 
and Winnetka, and the other suburban settle- 
ments, are all Chicago people. They do 
business in the gity; Chicago furnishes them 
with the means of earning a living; they 
are forced to share in full proportion the 
burdens that a corrupt County Board im- 
poses; their interests are all identical. Of 
the remaining 4,000 who may subsist on 
agricultural pursuits, nearly all are engaged 
in gardening or raising hay, poultry, eggs, 
milk, and other city supplies furnished the 
city consumers, and the enhanced value of 
their property is owing to its proximity to 
this great city. If the Cook County repre- 
sentatives from the country towns, then, 
desire to consult the interests of their con- 
stituents, they will join eagerly in a com- 
bined movement for such legislation as will 
afford Chicago relief from the tax-fighters 
and the tax-eaters. 

One of the first things to achieve is a 
change in the law enabling Cook Oounty to 
vote for all fifteen members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and to elect an'entire 
new batch next fall. There is nothing in the 
Constitution prohibiting the enactment of 


fit of all the taxpayers of Cook County. The 
owners of property in Cook County outside 
of Chicago have the same interest in honest 
contracts, and suffer in the same way from 


to year, as that the city residents should de- 
sire it. The late election, in which the city 
elected four Commissioners and the country 
towns only one, might have resulted more 
favorably to the interests of the county if 
the practice had been to elect a full Board 
by the entire county vote, for then both 
parties would have been constrained to put 
good men into the field, and the best would 
probably have been elected from each. 

The scandalous abuses in the County Hos- 
pital which Taz Tarsunz has recently brought 
to light ought to be enough, if there were 


nothing else, to secure from the Legislature * 


a law that will meet the demand for a radical 
change in the character of this County 
Board. The taxpayers of this county have 
contributed half a million of dollars for the 
erection of a hospital, only that an iron-pud- 
dler may be the Warden, his daughter the 
Matron, a lot of worthless tramps the nurses 
and attendants, some medical students learn- 
ing their trade as doctors, and the indigent 
sick treated more like brutes than unfortu- 
nate and suffering human beings. Whatever 
pretense there may be at investigating the 
outrages of the County Hospital management, 
there is little hope for permanent reform 
from the present set of Commissioners, 
Their associates, advisers, and interests are 
all opposed toa reform. They are not to be 
reached through human sympathies; their 
hearts are only touched through their pock- 
ets. So long as the various county institu- 
tions are managed in the interest of the 
bummers and dead-beats who hang upon the 
skirts of County Commissioners no better 
than themselves, the poor will continue to be 
swindled and the sick misused, no matter 
how loudly humanity may cry out against 
it. What all Cook County, all taxpayers 
and voters of Cook County, all people 
who support the county institutions, and all 
people who may some day be forced to de- 
pend upon them for relief, really want, is 
that the present County Board be wiped out 
of existence, along with all its retainers and 
dependents, and an entire new set of men 
intrusted with the duties thereof. 


The Democratic papers are publishing the 
following letter as having a bearing upon the 
present exciting controversy as to the powers 
of the two Houses of Congress over the 
turns of the Electoral votes: ; 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: The joint resolution entitled joint 
resolution declaring certain States not entitled to 
representation in the Electoral College” has been 
signed by the Executive, in deference to the view 
of Congress, implied in its passage and presenta- 
tion to him. In his own view, however, the two 
Houses of Congress convened under the twelfth 
article of the Constitution have complete power to 
exclude from counting all Electoral votes deemed by 
them to be illegal. And it is not competent for the 
Executive to defeat or obstruct that power by a 
veto, as would be the case if his action were at all 
essential in the matter. He disclaims all right of 
the Executive to interfere in any way in the matter 
of canvassing or counting Electoral votes, and he 
also disclaims that by signing said resolution he 
has expressed any opinion on the recitals of the 
preamble, or any judgment of his own upon the 
subject of the resolution. ABRAHAM LINCOLN.

The most that can be claimed for this 

letter is that Mr. Loo believed that the 
two Houses of Congress could by law, acting 
as the Congress, declare that certain States 
engaged in rebellion against the United 
States, and held by hostile armies, were not 
in a condition to hold elections for Presi- 
dent of the United States. Such was the 
point covered by the joint resolution. Mr. 
Lincoty, however, was careful to say that 
the ‘‘two Houses” of Congress have this 
power, etc. He does not pretend to say 
that one House of Congress may exclude the 
vote of a State. Under the Constitution, 
the votes as returned are to be counted. 
Each House has whatever jurisdiction the 
other has, whatever that may be. This is, 
however, quite different from the jurisdic- 
tion of the two Houses acting jointly. As 
the returns are to be received and counted, 
it would seem that, if there be any power to 
exclude, it must be a power vested in the 
two Houses, and not in each House sepa- 
rately. It does not require the assent of 
both Houses to count the vote of any State ; 
the counting is a matter of course, pre- 
scribed by law. It, however, may be that 
the two Houses, acting together, if they have 
any power over the question, may by joint 
action exclude. All are to be counted unless 
excluded; it follows, then, that there is no 
power to exclude unless by the joint action 
of both Houses. 


The surprising quickness and readiness 
with which the recent Russian loan of 100,- 
000,000 rubles was taken by the two cities 
of St. Petersburg and Moscow alone only 
finds its parallel in the ease with which the 
French raised the enormous German war in- 
demnities. The ukase of the Czar authorized 
the Bank of Russia to issue notes for 100,- 
000,000 rubles, receiving cash subscriptions 
at 92, the notes to have the character 
of bonds and bear 5 per cent interest. Es- 
timating the ruble at 78 cents, the 
amount would be equivalent to $78,000,000, 
which would yield to the Government, at 
92, the sum in cash of $71,760,000. 
No time is fixed for the loan to run, and it 
will be at the option of the Government to 
redeem the notes whenever it sees fit. Look- 
ing at the loan from an unfinancial stand- 
point, the quickness with which it has been 
taken shows the uncompromising spirit of 
the Russian people upon the questions at is- 
sue between Turkey and the Sclaves. It is 
an eloquent testimonial of the determination 
of the people that the Sclaves shall be free.

The majority for Ti:pzn in Georgia is 
reported to be 85,185. This simply means 
that the colored Republicans have retired 
from politics in that State for some reason. 
The last election when both parties turned 
out to the polls was in 1868. The vote then 
cast for Governor was: Republican, 83,527; 
Democratic, 76,356. Four years later, in 1872, 
the vote for Governor was: Democratic, 
103,529; Republican, 46,648. By that time 
the colored men were got under such control 
that a part of them were compelled to vote 
the Democratic ticket, and only half the 
party strength was given for the Republican 
candidates. Two years later, in 1874, only 
83,161 Republicans ventured to vote, while 
93,347 Democrats voted, and now the latter 
have returned a majority of 85,185 for T- 
prev. The Republican vote cast is not report- 
ed—perhaps does not amount to 20,000, in- 
stead of 90,000 to 100,000, as it would be if the 
colored people were at liberty to vote their 
sentiments. The ‘Republican party in 
Georgia is snuffed ont, and has ceased to 
exist as an active organization. It will re 
main in a state of suspended animation until 
a white native element can be enlisted against 
the fire-eaters, who will give the blacks the 
necessary protection for the safe exercise of 


the elective franchise. In one of the North- 
ern Congressional Districts the colored voters 
assisted in electing an Independent Demo- 
crat to Congress under circumstances thus 
described : 

Look at the Seventh Georgia District, situated in 
the hilly section of the northwestern portion of the 
State, where the colored population is not large, 
but still considerable. An Independent Democrat, 
Dr. Fevrox, ran against the regular Democratic 
nominee, Daswer. More than one-third of the 
Democrats in that district, being the old Whig 
element, came to the support of Fs.ton, and both 
sides went cultivating the negro vote. The whites 


themselves were thus divided; but FELTON's* 


friends got most of the negro vote, and FELTON was 
elected. Was there any intimidation? Not much! 
Any attempt upon the part of the whites to ride 
around at night and terrify the negroes from voting 
for FxIrox would have awakened a most disagree- 
able nest of hornets. The blacks had backing. 
It was not a carpet-bagger or two to the county, but 


a large element of the white population, —an ele- 


ment having power to protect the rights of the class 
who inclined to vote with them.

this much has leaked out: 

Mr. Tip said to Mr. Res, in a very decided 
manner, ‘‘Sir, I have been elected President by 
the people, and I intend to be President. 


fle assumes thé very point in dispute, and 
intends to be President anyhow. He is deter- 
mined that Morrissey and his fellows shall win 
their bets and get the offices. His henchman, 
Congressman Porrer, has explained in a six- 
column paragraph, small type, in the Heraid, 
how Sammy can be made President in one way 
if he cannot in another. If he fails to get it 
through the Electoral College the man POTTER 
proposes that the present Confederate House of 
Representatives, elected in 1874, sball declare 
him President, and set him at work as such. 
TrzpEn’s home organ, the New York World, 
does not see any particular objection to having 
two Presidents at once. It proceeds to consider 


the matter as follows: 

Nor do we believe there is to be an unseemly row 
between the House and Senate, if it shall be found 
that the two bodies dieagree over the right of the 
votes of any State to be counted. If, when they meet 
to examine the votes, a member of either body ob- 
jects to 1 any State, we assume that the 
Senate will with ignity retire, if the hall of the 
House be the place of meeting, and enable the 
House to deliberate, and itself to deliberaie there- 
on, with * and decorum. If, on reaseem- 
bling, both Houses agree to reject the State, does 
any one suppose that the President of the Senate 
will persist in counting it? If the two Houses dis- 
agree, will the President of one body any the more 
be dis to count it? But if the House decides 
to exclude, and the Senate to include, the cont est- 
ed State; if the President of the Senate neverthe- 
less counts it and declares Gov. HArzs to be Presi- 
dent; and if the House, on the other hand, decides 
that no eandidate had a majority of all the Electors 
des ig — "and then elects Gov. TILDEN to 
be President. and so declares and so in- 
forms him? Then we have the spectacle of 
two Presidents, both claiming to be legally elected, 
both taking the oath of office before a competent 
magistrate, and the House upholding TiLpEN and 
the Senate recognizing Harzs. On neither theory 
can Grant be in office after the 4th of March to 
command the army or anything else. He can pos- 
sibly, before his term expires, convene the next 
Congress,to meet on the Sth of March, 1877, but 
the two Houses of that Congress would probably 
differ just as the two Houses of the present Con- 
gress differ. Now there is not necessarily any riot, 
or tumult, or revolution in Washington over this 
condition of two Presidents. All executive officers, 
including army and navy officers, would, to be 
sure, need to decide, each for himself, which of 
the two he would obey.

I know ex-Senator A. M. York very well, ana also 
knew his brother, Dr. York, whose murder led to 
the developments which have been made in con- 
nection with the Bender family.

THE MINNESOTA LIQUOR LAW.

Sr. Paul., Minn., Nov. 27.—The State Su- 
preme Court to-day, in the case of the State, 
respondent, vs. Kline, appellant, reaffirmed its 
former decision that the State law of 1873, re- 
quiring each liquor dealer to pay annually $10 
for the establishment and maintenance of an 
inebriate asylum, is constitutional, being in the 
nature of a regulation of the traffic, and not 
levying a tax for revenue. The decision is by 
Gilfillan and Cornell. Justice Berry dissents, 
holding that the levy of $10 taxation, and being 
levied on a particular occupation only,is unequal 
taxation, and therefor unconstitutional.

The Madison - Street Fire Yester- 
day Proves a Holocaust. 
Two Men and Two Women Burned to 
Death in One of the Buildings. 


Record of Other Fires Else- 
2 Where. 


IN CHICAGO. 
The fire which on West Madison, 
near Canal street, at an early bour yesterday 
morning, proved disastrous in the loss of the 


dis- | lives of four human beings. No one at the 


time the fire was raging had any idea that it 
would turn out a holocaust. The firemen were 
summoned to Canal and West Madison street 
shortly after 12 o’clock yesterday morning. At 
the time of theirj arrival four two-story frame 
buildings wero in flames. 

The fire originated between Nos. 26 and 28. 
No. 26 was occupied by E. Geewe, who kept 
a saloon and boarding-house and what was 
known as “Orchestrion Hall.“ No. 28 was 
used as acheap restaurant and lodging-house, 
known as the Eastern House, and conducted by 
E. Cockell. : 

No. 24 was occupied by August Cella and his 
family. and used as a restaurant and an oyster 
and drinking saloon and fruit-stand. 

No. 22 was owned and occupied by M. L. 
Kaiser as a grocery-store and dwelling. 

It was in the Eastern House that the loss of 
life took place. The flames seemed to have en- 
veloped the buildings in 4 whiff, for when the 
fremen came on e spot all the 
buildings were ablaze. Capt. Bullwinkle 
and his men, who were first on 
the ground, all they could, and in this 
work, as soon as they arrived, the firemen brave- 
ly assisted. Kaiser's family, Cella’s and Gee- 
we's, as well as the Cockells, had a narrow es- 
cape. 

mr. Cockell employed considerable help in his 
restaurant. They slept in the rear part of the 
second story, overthe kitchen. The fire burned 
fiercely here, and when the inmates were 
awakened escape was almost cut off. Cockell 
and his family were awakened by a man named 
James Allen, who boarded at the house, and 
their lives were thus undoubtedly saved. He 
was a tailor by trade, 37 years of age, 
and had only come from Boston 
last week, where he left a wife and five cbil- 
dren.

heavy. The legal-tender reserves of New 
York — to show the effcctof the drain on them 
which has been in progress since Sept. 4.. The re- 
serve in New York is now only $43, 000, 000, and, 
judging by the movement in other years, is likely 
to goas low as $35,000,000. The circulation of 
the currency sent out is rapid, and this eases 
greatly the demand on the currency reserves here 
and New York. The bills now being shipped to 
the interior will reappear im collections soon 
enough to be sent out again, and perhaps several 
times, during the present movement. 

The demand for discounts shows some improve- 
ment. The supply of paper is better, and in gen- 
eral the situation is healthier and more active. 
Tue banks haye an abundance of loanable funds, 
and could meet with ease a stiffer market than new 
exists. 

Rates of discount are 8310 per cent at the banks 
to regular customers; special rates are sometimes 
made to first-class independent borrowers, On the 
street, there is a scanty supply of good paper. 
Rates are 7 per cent and upwards, 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
$1 per $1, 000 discount. 

The clearings were $3, 800, 000. 

THR NATIONAL BANKS AND THEIR BAD DEBTS. 

In the forthcoming reportof the Comptroller of 
the Currency some figures are given abont the 
amount of bad debts charged off by the National 
Banke during the past fiscal year. The New York 
National Banks have carried to the profit and loss 
account $6,873,759; those of 
$1,508,722; of Philadelphia, $152,976; of 
Pittsburg, $333,851; of Baltimore, $876,207; 
and of New Orleans, $519,701. The total for the 
National Banks throughout the country is 
about $20, 000, 000. The losses of the English 
banks in 1875 were $185,000,000. This is greater 
than the aggregate losses by insolvency. These 
were stated by the London Itunes, on the authority 
of Mr. Richard Seyd, to have been abont $150, - 
000,000 for 1875. The great disproportion be- 
tween the English and American insolvencies and 
bank losses needs explanation. The Financial 
Chronicle, of New York, in commenting on the 
figures of the Comptroller, seeks the causes of the 
great losses of the National Banks in the plethora 
of the money market, which presses the banks 
into taking risky paperin order to find employ- 
ment for their funds. This may be so in New 
York, though we doubt it. It is certainly not so 
in Chicago. Here the plethora of bank funds is 
itself a direct effect of the indieposition of the 
banks to take dubious paper. They are diligently 
practicing the lessons of the panic, and would 
rather lose some of the interest they have to pay 

on deposits than to jose the deposits. The vad 
debts that the banks are now acknowledging are 
almost without exccption old debts that have been 
nursed along in hopes of reviving in them some 
spark of the breath of life. Nodoubtit is as true 
in New York. London, and Paris as in Chicago 
that the accumulating resources of the loan market 
are duc to the refusal of the banks to take the 
risks they courted till recently. 

WHERE DOES THE BONANZA SILVER GO? 

It has been noticed with surprise in England that 
the increased production of silver since the bo- 
nanza discoveries in Nevada has not been reflected 
in any increase of American silver on the London 
market. The leading dealers in silver in London 
stated positively before the recent Parlia- 
mentary Silver Commission that the bo- 
nanza had not added to the supply 
visible by them. The Dritish Board-of-Trade re- 
turpashow that Great Britain's imports of American 
silver have.diminished in the last two years. In 
187 they amounted to 816. 925, 000; m 1871, to 
$28, 400, 000; in 1872, to $22,875,000; in 1873, to 
$29,950,000; but in 1874, to only $17,375,000; 
and in 1875, to the still smaller amount of $15. - 
450,000. Taking the month of October alone, the 
English imports were, in 1874, $969, 855; in 1875, 
$1, 309,405; in 1876, $400,460; a heavy decrease 
for this year. The product of the bonanza mines 
is greater this year than last. Since the California 
has been opened, Senator Jones is credited with 
having recently stated that a large partof the 
product of the bonan as was being *‘ stacked” in 
the mines #0 as not to break down the market. Is

NEW YORK STOCK SALES. 

Ths sales of stock at the New York Stock Ex- 
change have amounted to 6,325,304 shares since 
the Ist of October. For the corresponding period 
for 1875, the sales were 6, 660, 382 shares; the 
estimated. value of the sales in the two periods 
were $347, 891, 0CO and $3355, 019, 400, respectively. 
The eales of the second week in November reveal 

e interruption of election-day, being only 
604,130. against 806,349 shares in 1875. Last 
week the stock market more than recovered itself, 
ruling 819,753 shares against 730,041 shares in 
1875. The bank clearings for the period be- 
tween Oct. Land Nov. 18 decreased 5 per cent. 
This fact shows that general business was affected 
much more unfavorably than the stock market by 
the election excitement.

A correspondent desires to know what is a ‘‘cen- 
tal of wheat?” We answer, it is 100 pounds. 
The cental is the unit of measure (weight) for 
wheat in the San Francisco market, and is gener- 
ally used in Liverpool on wheat alone. In the 
Liverpool market the price of corn is quoted per 
quarter of 480 We.; and both wheat and corn are 
so quoted in London. 

Not exactly a commercial topic, but one of great 
interest to many men who deal in produce, is the 
subject of ventilation in the main hal! of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Part of a bat'l of money” 
has already been expended, but not to a eatisfac- 
tory fesult thas far, and many are the complaints 
heard daily. We are inclined to think that the 
great majority are unduly afraid of fresh air. If 
they really wanted it to have achance to come in 
they conld surely bring a pressure to bear that 
would open the windows at top. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade yesterday 
declared the Chicago & Pacific Grain Elevator 
regular. The new house bas a present capacity 
for 100,000 bu of grain, but can easily be enlarged 
if required, as it is constructed on the well-known 
Chase plan, and has steam-power enough for ¢ 
much bigger building. 

The leading produce markets were again rather 

yesterday, except wheat, with not much 
change in prices on other and an easier tone 
in provisions. This fact did not depend upon the 
news from other points to so great an extent as is 
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was clear after a light fall of enow, and not too 
cold for comfort; so that the actual winter is open- 
ing pleasantly enough. Those who have faith in 
goose-bones, ground squirrels, and human weath- 
er-prophets, may perhaps be able to guess how it 
will close. 

A fair demand for staple and seasonable dry 
goods was reported by jobbers. Woolens, flannels, 
worsted dress goods, bleached and brown cottons, 
and prints received the most attention. Prices 
were firm. The grocery market was easier for 
sugars and coffees, but was firm and unchanged for 
other articles in the list. The weakness in those 
two staple articles is believed to be only tempor- 
ary, as the statistical position is exceptionally 
strong. Teas, sirups, molasses, rice, and spices 
were firm. In the butter market there was 
no marked change. Good to choice 
qualities were in active demand and frm. 
There was a moderate inquiry for cheese at former 
figures, good to best factory held at 12@13c. 
Prices of dried fruits were the same as at the close 
of last week, and most lines were steady. Fish 
remain firm. The changes in the oil market were 
confined to an advance in 115 test carbon of le per 
gallon—now quoted at 27@27%c. Lard, linseed, 
and turpentine were firm. Coal and wood sold at 
previous figures. 

The offerings at the lumber market were larger 
and more attractive, and local buyers took hold 
freely early at the current inside prices. The fleet 
atthe docksis the last one of the season. The 
yard market was steady and moderately active. 
Hides continue -in good request and 
firm. Seeds were quiet and steady, ex- 
cept clover, which met with a moderate 
inquiry at higher prices. Broom-corn, wool, and 
hops were unchanged. Trade in all these articles 
was rather light, but dealers were holding at recent 
prices, and look for a better demand by and by. 
Hay was in fair request and steady. The offerings 
of potatoes were fairand the demand less urgent, 
bat the stock in store is light and receivers were 
holding firmly at recent prices. Poultry was quiet, 
and game in good request and firmer. 

Lake freights were dulf, the only thing reported 
being 13,000 bu wheat by steam to Buffalo. Kail 
freights were quoted steady at 20c per 100 Bs to 
New York, 25c to Boston, 18c to Philadelphia, 
and 17½ to Baltimore, with few cara, offering. 
Agents say that the cars are being used to trans- 
port goods in the Eastern States, and that prevents 
them from coming to Chicago. 

There was some talk about the probability of an 
increase of rail freight rates next week te about 
50 per cent higher than now. It is hoped that 
the fast-freight lines will make some such an 
advance, and that the lead will then be followed by 
other lines. The effect of such a change on grain 
in this market is open to debate. Wheat may be 
held here several cents above a shipping basis till 
the spring, while other grain is more likely to keep 
nearer to the ocean level.

WHAT THE MAYOR THINKS. 

The regular meeting of the Council was held 

yesterday afternoon, Ald. Aldrich in the chair. 
A COMMUNICATION 

was read from the Mayor giving his reasons for 
reinstating Supt. Hickey. He submitted a state- 
ment by the Corporation Counsel to the effect 
that he never said that he would direct the in- 


investigate the charges; that the investigation 
was begun by the Committee, and that the 
Mayor simply furnished facilities for conducting 
the investigation, and that the Chairman of the 
Committee said at the opening of the investiga- 
tion that the Mayor was present by invitation. 
The Mayor then said in his own behalf that the 
Committee had reported that they believed that 
the charges in the Papes, Tierney, horse and 
pugay, Lizzie Moore, Hoosier Brown, and Dan 
Webster cases were substantiated. He, how- 
ever, was present during the examination of 
witnesses by the prosecution, and most of the 
time during the rest of the trial. He was per- 
fectly satisfied that the charges were not proven, 
and he only wonders at the finding of the Com- 
mittee. The testimony was based solely upon 
the testimony of Flannigan, whose word, many 
of his acquaintances said, would not be be- 
lieved under oath. The Mayor then reviewed 
at considerable length the testimony in each 
case, showing that he held nearly the same view, 
and upon nearly the same testimony, as sub- 
mitted later by Ald. Cullerton. He believed 
that the charges originated with bunko men and 
gamblers, and were aimed at the efficiency of the 
whole department. He has no doubt of Hick- 
ey’s efficiency and honesty, and he would act 


according to his convictions. 

Following is the conclusion of the communi- 
cation: 

There is a misapprehension in the minds of 
asto what kind of a man this Webster is. 
while he is not a very good man, he is certainly 
not the keeper of a fence ora house of prosti- 
tution, nor is he athief,—allof which I am sure 
will appear in the evidence,—but he is a profes- 
sional bailer, and I should judge a shrewd, un- 
scrupulous man, On such a statement it is strange 
that any one would say tbat Superintendent Hickey 
was the ner of this man, d.viding small 
bribes with him taken from sneak thieves. 
There is no doubt in my mind but this attack on 
the Chief of the Police Force was originated and 
come from some leading gamblers or bunko-steer- 
ers in this city, and was aimed at the entire Depart- 
ment with the hope of entrees it. The evidence 
is too clear and explicit, and is not contradicted. 
ladmit these charges have had weight with many 
honest men, and many others favor a change on 
eral principles. I cannot agree with these gen- 


emen. 

I believe that it would bea at wrong and a 
false step to change the Chief of Police at this 
time. I have no doubt of the Superintendent's 
honesty and efficiency. The general testimony is 
that the Department, even after the reduction of 
force, is more efficient than ever. I cannot dele- 
gate to others the duties imposed on me by virtue 
of my office. I-would be uniitto fl it if I did. I 
must follow my own convictions of what is right 
and proper in this case.

ALD. STEWART

favor. His sympathies were with the Commit- 
tee and the majority of the Council, 
but he certainly thought some opportu- 
nity ought to be given members to 
examine the evidence for themselves.

Throop said he had voted against laying 
the substitute on the table because he considered 
this a very important question, and he disliked 
the idea of gagging the Council. He had heard 
the testimony, and was satisfied a long time ago 
that there was something rotten in the state of 
Denmark, and that a change was desirable; Dut, 
although his mind was made up, be did not 
want fair and open discussion prevented.

Ald. Smith said he favored the motion to 
postpone, for the reason that the more the 
Council looked into this, the more they would 
be convinced they were doing a great injustice 
to the Superintendent of Police.

He told the Superintendent where the goods 
could be obtained, and that official told Miss 
Moore of the fact and the amount of money 
which was required to redeem them.

He is probably 
waiting to receive the petitions and to gain time 
to make up his mind. It is currently reported, 
and one of the Aldermen says that he knows it, 
that a counter-petition is being circulated and 
signed as fast and by as influential men as was 
the one under the charge of the Committee. 
The Mayor had not yesterday received it, but 
had heard of its existence. 


SELF-DEFENSE.

CN Ao, Nov. 27.—Yesterday’s TRIBUNB con- 
tained a letter from Mr. Warren, giving an ac- 
count of his being robbed on Thirteenth street, 
between Wabash and Michigan avenues, by two 
footpads who held pistols at his head while they 
relieved him of his valuables. This morning’s 
paper gives an account of several skirmishes in 
different parts of the city, in which pistols were 
freely used; and this in the faceof all that your 
numerous correspondents have said about the 
cowardly practice of carrying concealed weapons, 
and the necessity of stringent laws for its pre- 
vention. It really looks as if there were men in 
the community who cannot be shamed out of 
the practice by all the denunciations the news- 
“ee can pour upon them.

If we cannot have a 
police sufficiently numerous and effivient to in- 
sure the safety of every man at any hour 
and in any part of the city, let 
us at least not deprive bim of 
the means of defending himself. If necessary, 
we might allow respectable men to take out a 
license to carry arms, holding them responsible 
for the use they made of them. This would 
destroy the temptation to break the law, and 
would be of no avail to the thieves, who wouid 
be unable to secure a license. 

If it were not for the pusillanimous feeling 
that it is not consistent witn respectability to 
be familiar with the use of arms, we should 
have more men among the honest classes who 
would be fully capable of defending themselves. 
The practice of carrying concealed weapons in 
order to be prepared for a fight, as is done by 
roughs who seek occasion to use them, is a dis- 
gusting and cowardly custom. But such men 
will never be restrained by a law the only ten- 
dency of which is to piace honest mon at their 
mercy. Until the community is rid of such ruf-

THE GREAT CALAMITY, 

On the west side of Second street, midway 
between K and L, and next to the Hotel de 
Frafice, there stands a large two-story structure. 
The building is forty by eighty feet in size. The 
basement and main floor are occupied by J. W. 
Wilson as a livery stable. The upper story has 
been devoted to various uses. Formerly it was 
the State Armory, recently the hall of an Olym- 
pic Club, and at the time of the disaster of last 
night it was a concert or melodeon hall. The 
floor of this hall was of equal size with the 
building, forty by eighty feet, with a light parti- 
tion at the front cutting off two rooms some 
twelve or fourteen feet deep. This floor was 


reached by a four-foot stairway running up 84 
the north wall. This floor itself was of the kin 
known as os 


SELF-SUPPORTING. 
It consisted of usual tongued and grooved stuff, 
nailed upon three lengths of joists. The wail 
lengths entered mor in the brick walis some 
three inches, and the other ends of these joined 
to the ends of the middle row of joists were so 
attached and braced as to form what is called a 
self-supporting floor. Beneath this floor there 
was no central support save such as might be 
afforded by the twelve or fourteen-foot parti- 
tions in front, inclosing the robe-room and office 
of Wilson’s livery le, and this part of the 
flooring still remains, as does that of the upper 
rooms befere mentioned. 
UPON THE FLOOR 

there has been stored, while used as a State

o George F. Moore, who was formerly manager 
of what is now known as Woods’ Opera-House, 
at Los Angeles, came to this city and rented at 
$40 per month the entire upoer floor of the 
building, for the purpose of converting it into 

hall or melodeon, It was understood 
that he represented the Peak Family, a troupe 
of twelve persons, traveling as Swiss Bell-Ring- 
apd concert singers and performers. 
he landlord's name is Magee, and he is a 
non-resident of the city. At the west end of 
the hall a stage was built the full width of the 
room, and some fifteen feet deep. was 
filled with appropriete flies, wings, etc., anda 
space on each side rear reserved for dress- 
ing-rooms. Along the side walls, and across the 
east end, next the partitions, were erected in an 
oblong, semi-circular form a number of private 
boxes, resting upon supports rising from the 
floor, and built np against each side wall, being 
attached thereto by narrow cleats. These boxes 
were approached by a short flight of stairs from 
the main floor, and a narrow alley-way next.the 
wall afforded access to the various box doors.

SANITARY. 

The Health Department report for the week 
ending Saturday shows atotal of deaths of 
168, which is a decrease of 19 from the precedin 
week, and an increase of 53 over the correspond- 
ing week of 1875. The causes of deaths were: 
Accidents, 4; congestion of brain, 5; bronchitis 
7; convulsions, 11; croup, 7; diphtheria, 15; 
last week); scarlet fever, 23 (43 last week); in- 
anition, 7; consumption, 20; pneumonia, 8. Of 
the deceased 39 were under one year. 

The Registrar of Vital Statistics makes the 
followi remarks: There is quite a marked 
decrease in deaths by scarlet-fever and diphtheria 
as compared with the preceding week, owing 
no doubt to a favorable change in the atmos- 
phere, the larger number of deaths occurring in 
the early part of the week. It is to be hoped 
that the excess of deaths by these diseases is 
past, yet the utmost vigilance should be ob- 
served by physicians parents in using ail 
precautions to prevent their spreading. It 
would not be surprising if the weather setting 
in extremely cold should prevent dwellings 
being thoroughly ventilated, there was some 
denger to be apprehended, but the outlook 
being now favorable for the suppression of 
those diseases we feel encou as to the re- 
sult of the future. The general mortality is

THE COURIS. 


The West Side Gas Company's 
Case Against the City, 


Now Before Judge Drummond 
for Hearing---Argument 
of B. F. Ayer. 


The Union Elevator Wants the Burling- 
Severing Connections. 
A Spiritual Lecturer Wants $20,000 for 
Being Called a Free-Lover.

The motion for injunction in the case of C. 
K. Garrison vs. The City of Chicago, to restrain 
the city from lighting the West Division with 
oil, came up before Judge Drummond yesterday 
morning. Messers. B. F. Ayer and W. C. Goudy 
appeared for the complainant, and Corporation- 
Counsel Anthony and Messrs. Swett and Frost 


for the city. 

Mr. Goudy, at the opening of the Court, asked 
leave to file some affidavits. 

Tothis Mr. Anthony strenuously objected, on 
the ground that it was contrary to the usual 
practice, that he had not had an opportunity to 
read them, and that complainant had attempted 
to answer the city’s answer, and gain an unfair 


advantage. 

Mr. Swett thought that H the affidavits were 
allowed to go in a large amount of extraneous 
matter would be introduced, which would result 
in complicating the case. 

Mr. Ayer then gave a synopsis of the contents 
of the new affidavits to show that they were not 
introduced to controvert the answer, but sup- 
port the allegations of the bill. 

Judge Drummond said he had always been 
very liberal in allowing the introduction of affi- 
davits. He would in the present case let the 
affidavits be read, subject to the objection of 
Mr. Anthony, and then give him a reasonable 
time to answer them if he desired. A similar 
privilege was given to complainant in regard to 

affidavits which Mr. Anthony had just 
filed. 

The bill, amended bill, and answer were then 
read, abstracts of which have heretofore been 
published in Taz TRisune. 

A large number ot affidavits were also read 
by both parties. On the part of the complain- 
ants were the affidavits of Henry W. Zimmer- 
man, showing that annual appropriations since 
1869 had been made by the city for the payment 
of the West-Side gas bills; of John M. Zimmer- 
man, showing the number of gas-lamps and 
miles of service-pipes in the West Division; of 
A. M. Billings, to show the damage that would 
result to the Company from the termination of 
the contract; of Willard Woodard, a former 
member of the Common Council, showing that 
the lamp-posts erected from time to time 
in the West Division were erected at the instance 
of persons along the streets, who wanted 
them, and not of the fas company; of John 
Dean, to support the allegations of the bill in 
respect to the recent substitution of oil for gas; 
of James K. Thompson, to prove that it h 
been the practice, in making contracts for divers 
improvements extending overa year, to make 
annual appropriations for the portion of the 
work to be done in that year. 

On the part of the defendant were read the 
affidavits of John A. Farwell, City Comptroller, 
stating that it was extremely improbable that 
the whole tax-levy for gas purposes would be 
collected; that the North and South Divisions 
were lighted with „and it was the intention 
to light the West Division with gas if possibie ; of 
F. H. Bailey, to the effect that there are connec- 
tions made between mains 
and all erections of 
8 for 


p-posts and 
conngctions with the mains were paid for by spe- 
cial assessments, and, failing that, out of thegen- 
eral fund; of John E. Siebel, alleging that no 
loss or condensation of gas will result from the 
disconnection of the mains with the lamp-posts. 

A recess of about an hour was then had. 

Inthe afternoon Mr. Ayer made the o 
argument for the complainant, taking up par- 
ticularly the ——- of the legality of the ten- 
year contract between the People’s Gas-Light and 
Coke Company aud the city, running from Oc- 
tober, 1869, to October, 1879. The contract was 
that the Company should supply, at the rate 
of $3 per 1, feet, all the gas needed 
by the city in the West Division to burn in the 
street-lamps and public offices and buildings of 
the city along the lines of the gas mains of the 
Company in the West Division. The chief ob- 
jection to the contract was that the Common 
Council had no power to make provision for 
lighting the streets and public buildings for so 
no time, and that its resolution authorizing 
the Mayor and Comptroller to enter into it was, 
therefore, ultra vires and void. 

Mr. Ayer argued that the power of municipal 
corporations included not only ose granted to 
them expressly by the Legislature, but also all 
such as were necessarily incident to those speci- 
fied or essential to the purposes and objects of 
their corporate existence. Among the 
implied powers was authority to enter into 
all contracts necessary to the proper 
exercise of any power conferred expressly or by 
im plication, and in the absence of any statutory 
restriction all contracts thus made in further- 
ance of the corporate objects were as valid as 
the lawful contracts of private corporations or 
persons. The charter of the city expressly pro- 
vided for ligating the city and for levying a tax 
of two mills annually to meet such expense. 
The power for lighting public offices and build- 
ings, though not yp aged given, was no less 
effectively granted by necessary implication. 
The means by which ali this should be accom- 
plished was, however, left tothe discretion of 
the Common Council, and its honest decision 
was final. The contract in question was exe- 
cuted in the exercise of sucn discretion. The 
Gas Company was, at the time, the 
only corporation which could furnish gas in 
the West Division, and is so still. A plain case 
of abuse must be shown to authorize a court to 
deciare void the action of a municipal body 
within the scope of its corporate powers. The 
present contract was confessedly valid in its 
purpose, and could not be invalidated simply 
because the city’s corporate officers had exer- 
cised their discretion in deciding the length of 
time it should continue. Unless that time was 
unreasonable, considering the interests of the 
city and all the circumstances of the case, so as 
to indicate fraud, it was wholly immaterial to 
the validity of the contract whether it was toex- 
pire in one or twenty years. 

The ent that a contract for more thana 
year would divest the Common Council of a 
portion of those legislative functions, the right 
to exercise which at all times was essential to 
the performance of its 2 duties, was 
not sound. The authority to make the 
eontract for lighting the streets was 
not strictly legislative. Every municipal 
corporation possessed a dual character, one 
political, governmental, or public, the other 

roprietary, or private. In making the contract 

n question the city must be r ed as a 
private corporacion or as an individual seekin 
to supply nis own private wants, and the — 
rules applicable were the same as those for an 
individual ina matter pertaining to his own 
business. 

Another important question to be considered 
was, whether the contract was void because no 
appropriation had first been made sufficient to 
cover all the payments which might grow due 
thereunder. The only section of the in 
force in 1869 which related to the subject was 
the following: 

No contracts shall be hereafter made by the Com- 
mon Council or any committee or member thereof, 
and no e se shall be incurred by any of the offi- 
cers or rtments of said City Government, 
whether the object of expenditure shall have been 
ordered by the Common Council or not, unless an 
appropriation shall have been previous!
